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AFTER THE LONG HARD WINTER 


“ J IM” REED ON FEDERAL CONTROL 
Former Senator J ames A. Reed, of Missouri, 
fig hting Democrat and leader of ability is the 
latest to raise his v oice ag ainst direct control of 
communication lines by the federal g ov ernment. 
Senator Reed believ es that such bureaucratic 
control would be a blow at freedom of speech 
and freedom of thoug ht and he pointed out as 
an ex ample, the ex tent to which the radio is now 
controlled and influenced by the g ov ernment. In 
ai> interv iew g iv en out the other day at Cedar 
Rapids, Iowa, Senator Reed is quoted as stating : 
“ A g ood illustration is the radio which is em­ 
ploy ed many hours each week in disseminating 
arg uments in fav or of what the g ov ernment is 
doing . I hav e no knowledg e as to whether this 
propag anda is paid for or not, but if any one 
would want to present the other side of the 
question, and were to undertake to g et in as 
many hours for his side as is being used by g ov ­ 
ernment ag encies, the bill would speedily run 
into millions of dollars. 
“The resu lt is that American p eop le who might 
be called the great American ju ry , are in the 
p osition of a ju ry in cou rt which hears only the 
attorney for the p laintiff who p resents not only 
the argu ments, bu t all the statem ents of fact. I 
d o not say that any misu se has been mad e, bu t 
it is easy to see how it cou ld occu r. 
“There is nothing so im p ortant in a d emocracy 
as a free and fair d issemination of information. 
The telegrap h, the telep hone, and the rad io hav e 
become almost as imp ortant as the p ress itself.” 
Senator Reed then p aid his resp ects to the 
whole id ea of gov ernment in bu siness by stating: 
“In any bu siness that can be cond u cted by 
p riv ate comp anies, gov ernmental management is 
almost inv ariably a mistake. Costs increase, and 
inefficiency in management inev itably resu lts.” 
There ii> food for mu ch thou ght here. We like 
to talk abou t how we are going to m aintain ou r 
p rincip les of freed om in sp ite of the wav e of d ic­ 
tatorship and ty ranny which is now sweep ing 
ov er Eu rop e. Bu t ou r trad itional freed om is not 
going to be help ed any by ex tend ing the alread y 
too broad bu reau cratic control of ev ery thing at 
Washington. 


THE GREAT AMERICAN GAMBLE 
The Trav elers Insurance Company has issued 
a booklet entitled “ The Great American Gam­ 
ble.” It consists of an analy sis of the automo­ 
bile accident problem, along with g raphic illus­ 
trations of the price we pay for allowing care­ 
lessness, incompetence and recklessness to run 
riot on our hig hway s. 
Last y ear automobiles killed 29 ,200 people and 
injured 8 40,000. The record of fatalities on a per 
accident basis was 5.9 per cent g reater than in 
19 32. 
Ex cessiv e speed was the main cause of 
death, closely followed by driv ing on wrong side 
of road, carelessness on part of pedestrians, run­ 
ning off the roadway , passing on hills, curv es, 
etc. 
Some of the most v iv id illustrations in the 
booklet deal with the potential destructiv e power 
of an automobile. A car g oing 40 miles an hour, 
for ex ample, is four times as capable of inflict­ 
ing damag e as one g oing 20. At 6 0 miles an hour 
damag e becomes nine times as g reat. A car mov ­ 
ing at this last speed has the same capacity for 
damag e as if it were driv en off a building 200 
feet hig h. 
To use another illustration, a car g oing 20 
miles an hour occupies 38 feet of roadway in ad­ 
dition to its leng th. A car g oing 6 0 occupies 26 3 
feet stopping distance. 
The horror of the au tomobile accid ent p rob­ 
lem continu es to grow. Wc hav e safer road s and 
cars bu t we hav e so ex aggerated the safety m ar­ 
gins that we hav e actu ally mad e them more d a n­ 
gerou s. 
The Amercian highway is a shambles. 
Ev ery reckless or incomp etent d riv er and ev ery 
car which is in a d angerou s cond ition, menaces 
hu nd red s of liv es.
